have to work fourteen and even sixteen hours a day for wages ranging from 
six to eleven dollars a week. 


These facts have brought sympathy to the strikers who are not receiving 


living wages. The strike is one that should be settled 
by 
compulsory 


arbitration, but since no such Jaw is provided it is to be regretted that the 
parcels post bill has not been enacted. That measure would prove useful 
in such a case as the express strike.

I knew the woman and had seen her 
Intoxicated before.

was In a condition to be placed under 
arrest 


The complainant's case was rested 
at this point. 


Tho first witness for the defense 


wns John Brady, a clerk for the re- 
spondent. Ho said he had been in the 
employ of Mr. Sullivan for a year and 
a half and knew Mary Reynolds. 
He 
.soli, that, she lmd_been')n the saloon' 
on several occasions. 
He never 
saw 


her showing any signs of liquor. 
He 
remembered her entering the.store on 
the date In question. 
She was there 


about two minutes. She did not say a 
word other than to give an 
order. 


Witness would not say that she was 
intoxicated. 


Mr. Brady said that Mr. Sullivan 


had told him not to sell any liquors to 
intoxicating persons. 


Questioned by Mr. Hanson, witness 


said that the beer that was served in 
pails, was put through a small aper- 
ture in a partition and ,'hat he would 
bo unable to tell whether or not the 
woman was intoxicated. 


Medor Carpentler said that ho had 


been employed by Mr. Sullivan for 
three years and knew the woman re- 
ferred to. He saw her 
on the 
day 


mentioned in the complaint and saw 
that her hair was snarled, but could 
not say that she was intoxicated. 
Ho 


felt that she was all right. He said 
that Mr. Sullivan had told him that 
he was not to sell any liquors to an 
intoxicated person. 


On cross examination, the questions 


being put by Supt. Redmond Welch, 
witness said that he had known the 
woman for a year and had never seen 
her drunk* 


Martin D. Sullivan, thn respondent, 


testified that he had a saloon at the 
curuer of Broadway and Willie street 
and had notified his employes never 
to sell to any minors or Intoxicated 
persons. 


Robert Hartley said that ho had a 


store in Willie street about 50 feet 
away from the side entrance of Mr. 
Sullivan's saloon. He admitted that he 
knew Mrs. Heynolds and saw her on 
the date of the complaint 
- He said 
that she spoke to him as she passed 
and saw her enter tho saloon owned 
by Mr. Sullivan. 
He also saw 
her 


when she passed by his store after 
leaving the saloon, but said that she 
was not under the influence of liquor. 
When sho was on the return trip he 
was inside his store.

he did not notice anything unusual 
about her appearance and added that 
slio was not staggering.

ered business and provoked many dis- 
turbances in metropolitan territory for 
wo weeks past, to a definite end. 
Terms of settlement agreed upon ' by 
•epresentatlves of the strikers and of 
he.companies were endorsed early to- 
day by the meeting of express com- 
pany men in Manhattan called to con- 
lider the peace compact. The only 
onditidns were that the strikers on 
the New Jersey side of the Hudson 
Ivor should endorse the agreement, 
which they are expected to do at a 
meeting- to be held tonight, and that 
he companies construe the terms of 
.he agreement with what the men oon- 
Ider .essential falrnesn. A final hitch 
eemed unlikely today and the mei 
vere expected to return to work o: 
Monday next. 


The- settlement provides that the ex- 
cess companies take back their strik- 
ng employes without discrimination 
igalnst men who belong to a union 
and that conferences begin at once be- 
ween employes and companies look- 
ng to. an-agreement on wages and 
ours. The old rates of pay will pre- 
all until Dec. 1, when the new terms 
prreed on shall take effect 
Tho settlement between the express 


-ompanies and their men does not af- 
cct employes of other connorns who 
re out as the result of the sympathet- 
c strike movement. 
Now that the 
rincipal difficulty is regarded as set-

With P9rtuga! 


LISBON, Nov. 11,—Germany today 


followed the example o£ Great Britain, 
France, Spain and Italy and resumed 
negotiations with the Portuguese gov- 
ernment. Tho action of these govern- 
ments IB regarded as a virtual recpgni- 
tion of the republic of Portugal and 
last night there was a mammoth torch- 
light procession headed by republican 
leaders in celebrations.

In the view of tho attitude of other 


countries there is considerable surprise 
in 
official 
circles that the United 


States still holds aloof from tho pro- 
visional government.

According to 
one report published here the American 
government is delaying action until it 
has further Information regarding the 
alleged massacre of Jesuit fathers by 
revolutionists.

The suit for lihel brought by John 


H. Harrington against Pennis A. Long 
was called in the superior court shortly 
before noon yesterday. 


Messrs. Francis W. and Stanley E. 


Qua appeared for the plaintiff 
and 


Pickman and Harvey, for tho defend- 
ant.Lawyer Qua occupied over an hour 
in reading the plaintiff's declaration 
containing 35 counts and recess was 
taken as he was about to conclude. 


Mr. Qua finished 
the. reading of 
the pleadings In the case shortly after 
the opening of the afternoon session. 


There are two actions, one against 


Dennis A. Long. Arthur D. Prince and 
the Boston Post, the ad damnum 125,- 
000 and tho second against D. A. Long, 
ad damnum $10,000. 


The articles claimed to be libelous 


covered a period of years beginning in 
1?07 and 
continuing with 
frequency 


sometimes in the Sunday paper and at 
others in the daily, when that was 
published. 


The articles, tho plaintiff alleges, 


charge him with stealing his brother's 
newspaper plant, and 
allowing his 


brother's widow to die in the poor 
house; with extortion or blackmail in 
connection with the "rum business." 


In one of the counts the publication 


states that the " 'Evening Touch' has 
evidently got next to somebody's bar- 
rel," in another "The Sun was never 
with Casey until he showed signs of 
prosperity."
